Whether the 
others pay the interest on their first mortgages 
or not, it is not likely that they will pay the 
principal before maturity; so that at the end of 
the thirty years the United States, in order to get 
any portion of their claim of $176,000,000, will 
have to pay off the first mortgages, amounting 
to €65,000,000, making a grand total of $241,- 
000,000, for property which will not be worth 
then more than $100,000,000, 

It is a question, therefore, whether the United 
Btates ought to go on in this way 
inyolve a loss of the principal of the bonds 
and interest for thirty years at 6 per cent, ag-

will require the payment of $65,000,000 addition- 
al for the principal of the first mortgages. The 
default of the Kansas Pacific Company author- 
izes the holders of the first-mortgage bonds to 
sell that road at public auction, thereby cutting 
off the second, or United States, mortgage al- 
together—principal and interest.
